i from the volcanic stuff, it seeped 
through the laval pores in such 
quantities that tunneling was halted.

Disregarding the frivolous possi­ 
bility of m aking every Dis Angeles 
j faucet a soda fountain, the geol­ 
ogists have undertaken to curb the 
j gas supply and possibly to develop 
iff as a dry-ice project. 
Workers were equipped with gas 
masks. Two eighteen-inch pipe lines 
were forced down, one to blow in 
fresh air, the other to take out the 
. carbon dioxide. 
Another means to 
combat it is the construction of a 
j false bottom in the tunnel, two and 
a half feet thick for accumulation of 
the charged water, which will be 
i pumped out.

Engineers report that the lava 
through which this .section of the 
j tunnel is being constructed dates 
i back to the pleistocene period some 
10.000.000 years ago. 
It is 900 feet 
below the ground surface.

TURKS OCCUPY 
DARDANELLES

50,000 Troops M o v e 
Into Area Demili- 
t a r i z ied, by 
Treaty. 


Istanbul, July 21 (AP).—Turkish 
fighting men, numbering 50,000, be- j 
gan moving into the zone around I 
the Dardanelles early Monday to 
the cheers and demonstrations of 
the populace of the area. 
Foot soldiers and cavalrymen, ac- j 
companied by motorized artillery, 
advanced into the region, demilitar­ 
ized since the Lausanne treaty of j 
1923. which followed Turkey’s suc­ 
cessful war with Greece. 
Reoccupation of both sides of the j 
straits was expected to be completed ; 
by midday. 
Citizens Dance in Streets 
Buildings throughout Turkey were 
decorated in celebration of the re­ 
militarization. 
Citizens danced in 
the streets after listening to broad­ 
cast reports of the .signing of the 
treaty at Montreux, Switzerland.

Pasture management is fully as 
important as pasture fertilization, 
according to County 
Agent 
M. T. 
Hartman. 
In 
Pennsylvania,

the climax 
vegetation is forest. 
Tins 
means, 
says Mr. Hartman, that if pastures 
are not properly managed they will 
revert to forest through successive 
stages of vegetation. 
As crop grasses disappear through 
mismanagement, 
poverty 
pass, 
running 
briars, 
ferns, 
and 
moss 
come in. 
Following these come the 
shrubby plants, ouch as hardback 
(Spirea 
tomentosa), 
hawthorne 
(thornbush), and wild apple. 
Then 
such w’eed trees as black birch, wild 
cherry, fire cherry, and aspen will 
apiiear. 
After that the forest trees: 
beech, birch, maple, oak and con­ 
ifer, will become established. 
Good management calls for graz­ 
ing the pastures closely but alter­ 
nately and clipping at least twice a 
year to cut the weedy growth.
